L White House spokesman 
sa d Mr. Nixon had not seen 
any returns of past presi- 
dents, but the spokesman 
ed that he had “no .idea” 
whether an presidential as- 
siitants had seen such re- 
tu -ns. 

Jnder Section 7213 of the 
In emal Revenue Code, it 


probably would have beenil- 
legal for anyone in the Inter- 
nal Revenue Service to 
make available to Mr. Nixon 
or his staff the returns of 
former presidents. 

That section prohibits dis- 
closure of information from 
any tax return for other 
than specified, authorized 
purposes. 

The memorandum disclos- 
ing Mr. Nixon’s interest in 
his predece&sors’ tax deduc- 
tions was dated June 16, 
1969, .and written by John D. ' 
Ehrlichman, then counsel to 
the President. It was ad- 
dressed to Edward L. Mor- 
gan, then Ehrlichman ’s dep- 
uty. 
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
